Retreating Everywhere 
Berlin contended that only four days after the German 
armies crossed the Belgian and Dutch frontiers, the de­ 
fending forces and their Anglo-French Allies are retreat­ 
ing “everywhere” and that all of Holland save the north­ 
western section has been taken by the Nazis. 
German guns were reported hammering at Namur- 
Louvain region in Belgium in what appeared to be a con­ 
certed German drive against Brussels. 
From the Belgian capital came news that Belgian and 
French troop* were falling back gradually to prepare defense line* 
along the Meuse River, but at the same time launching spirited 
counter-attacks against the German mechanized columns.

A new battle of the Meuse got under way in full force today when 
the German army threw its full mechanized force against the Franco- 
Belgian border, forcing the French army back to prepared positions 
a t Sedan and elsewhere. 
The strategic withdrawals caused no consternation in Paris. 
It is 
said that the Germans, bested in a terrific tank battle yesterday in 
which some 2,000 units were engaged, will now be compelled to hurl 
themselves against some of France’s strongest bastions if the south­ 
ward advance is to continue. 
Military spokesmen admitted that the situation in the Netherlands 
is “extremely grave,” but all advantages were said to lie with the Al­ 
lies along the Meuse. 
The Germans are increasing the pressure of their drive along a 250- 
mile front, particularly in the Ardennes Forest. 
Liege is still holding out, according to French sources. 
In the Ardennes, Belgium chasseurs and French cavalry are a t­ 
tempting to hold up the German push. 
Latest information indicated.

From Amsterdam: 


Seeking to fend off the blows of overwhelming German forces, the 
Netherlands today were forced to accept two items of bad news: 
1—Announcement that Queen Wilhelmina and the government have 
gone to London. 
2—Admission that German troops hammering through the heart of 
Holland captured Moerdyk Bridge—the largest in Europe — thereby 
effectively cutting Holland in two. 
In addition the Germans have seized control of ihe main railroad 
linking northern and southern Holland. 
Moerdyk bridge is but 16 miles south of Rotterdtm and its capture 
virtually means that its captors have established contact with German 
forces holding South Rotterdam. 
News that the queen and government have left the country was 
broadcast over the Hilversum radio by General Henri Winkelman, 
Dutch commander-in-chif, 
He issued a proclamation announcing 
transfer of the seat of the government elsewhere “to obtain clear free­ 
dom of action.” 
Virtually everyone in Holland listened to the announcement, which 
followed an earlier British radio announcement that the queen had ar­ 
rived in England aboard a British warship. 
When N etherlander first heard the British broadcast, they scoffed 
at it, refusing to believe tile Queen Wilhelmina had departed.

The German flank attack on the 
Allies, through neutral territory, 
is certain, however, to inject a new 
issue into the 1940 campaign. It 
is the question of repealing or 
modifying either the Johnson Act 
or the "cash and carry" provision 
of the neutrality law, in order to 
furnish munitions and other sup­ 
plies to the Allies on credit.

raised by two Democrats—Chair­ 
man May (Ky.) of the house mili­ 
tary affairs committee, and Rep.

This information describes inefficiency , 
stu pidity and lack of coordination almost 
bey ond belief.

right in adv ocating reorganization of the 
army . 
Here are some of the u nbeliev able 
boners pu lled by the British Army in 
Norway : 
1. When the British landed at Andals- 
nes, they pu t ashore 460 anti-tank gu ns, 
bu t not a single rou nd of ammu nition for 
them. 
The ammu nition was down in the 
hold of another ship. 
In short, the British hav e not y et 
remedied the mistake they made in the 
Boer W ar (18 9 9 ). They learned then that 
when a landing party goes ashore, it mu st 
be equ ipped with ev ery thing it needs, 
ready to go into action the minu te it sets 
foot on land. 
The U. S. Army made the same mistake 
in the Spanish-American War, bu t has 
remedied it since.

oped a peculiar form of paralysis 
before the tenth day of life. When 
he added vitamin E to their diet, 
the paralysis disappeared. 
Tried It in Paralysis 
A New York neurologist heard 
him read a paper on this subject 
and thought he would like to try out 
the effect of vitamin E on some 
cases of obscure paralysis. The par­ 
ticular cases of paralysis had to 
do with muscular atrophy. One 
such case was that of amyotrophic 
lateral sclerosis of the spinal cord. 
With the use of concentrated vita­ 
min E, this case was cured, the 
first time on record for this disease. 
London clinicians report that in 
children with muscular atrophy re­ 
sults of treatment with vitamin E 
were remarkable. Every patient, 
except one, which was treated for 
six weeks, improved. 
The results have been compara­ 
ble to the results obtained in per­ 
nicious anemia. Fifteen years ago 
this was considered an incurable 
malady, and nobody supposed that 
the changes that had occurred in the 
stomach and blood and bone marrow 
were capable of assistance by any 
form of medication. But the use of 
liver extract has shown that these 
grave anatomical defects can ac­ 
tually be overcome. 
Outlook Changes 
Up to the present time it has 
been supposed that any time a nerve 
cell was destroyed or a muscle was 
destroyed, the outlook for regenera­ 
tion was hopeless. 
Whether the 
use of vitamin E in these cases 
proves highly successful or not, at 
any rate the demonstration so far 
has changed the pessimistic view 
of doctors concerning nerve regen­ 
eration, and paralysis is a combina- 


age. The principal treatment in 
most cases, however, unless it is a 
specific colitis such as amoebic, is 
to encourage the patient to forget 
his symptoms and eat rather wide­ 
ly. A diet recommended is as fol­ 
lows : cream vegetable soups — to­ 
mato, pea, celery, etc.; oatmeal and 
rice — these thoroughly boiled for 
at least 2 hours in order to break 
up cellulose husks — served with 
cream and sugar; eggs—soft boiled, 
poached, coddled, scrambled; toast 
and toasted crackers; potatoes- 
mashed and baked; mashed peas; 
carrots; spinach; ice cream and 
ices; custards; tapioca; wine jelly; 
rice pudding; orange juice. Avoid 
fried foods, meat of all kinds, fruit, 
vegetables with a heavy residue, 
salads, highly-spiced foods and but­ 
ter. 
G. 0.: “ What is the difference be­ 
tween the staphylococcus germ and 
the streptococcus germ? ” 
Answer—Tha difference between 
the two germs, in the first place, is 
in their form; in the second place, 
in their effect on the tissues of the 
body. Both of them are small, round 
organisms, but the staphyloccocus 
grows in bunches like grapes and 
the streptococcus grows in chains. 
The staphylococcus, after it invades 
the body, produces pus. The strep­ 
tococcus usually produces an in­ 
flammation not of a pus-like char­ 
acter. Both produce fever and both 
produce what Is known as “ sepsis.”

ASHINGTON— Some devastating criti­ 
cism of the British Army has been 
cabled out of Norway and London, but it 
was not half so critical as the confidential 
information collected by our own military 
observers and cabled back to Washington. 
This information describes inefficiency, 
stupidity and lack of coordination almost 
beyond belief. 
Also it reveals that Hore- 
Belisha. deposed W ar Minister of the 
Chamberlain 
Cabinet, 
was 
absolutely 
right in advocating reorganization of the 
army. 
Here are some of the unbelievable 
boners pulled by the British Army in 
Norway: 
I. When the British landed at Andals- 
nes, they put ashore 460 anti-tank guns, 
but not a single round of ammunition for 
them. 
The ammunition was down in the 
hold of another ship. 
In short, the British have not yet 
remedied the mistake they made in the 
Boer W ar (1899). They learned then that 
when a landing party goes ashore, it must 
be equipped with everything it needs, 
ready to go into action the minute it sets 
foot on land. 
The U. S. Army made the same mistake 
in the Spanish-American War, but has 
remedied it since. 
The British, however, 
dumped their goods on the shore in Nor­ 
way, then proceeded to sort them out and 
distribute them.

HE latest time capsule has been pre­ 
pared by Oglethorpe University at At­ 
lanta, Ga. 
On May 25, a collection of 
scientifically prepared material, intended 
to show how the world has lived from the 
cave man to television, will be sealed in a 
crypt which, its sponsors hope, will not be 
opened before the year 8113. 
A noted archivist was engaged several 
years ago to assemble the contents of the 
“Crypt of Civilization.’* 
A stone-walled 
room was built deep beneath the adminis­ 
tration building where neither earthquakes 
nor bombs can destroy it. 
The sponsors 
admit that their cache may not be dis­ 
covered by the ninetieth century, but be­ 
lieve the room and its contents will endure 
indefinitely.

of 1940, translations of ancient Greek

V itam in E Factor In Paralysis W ar 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
A MOTHER rat who has been de­ 
prived of certain vitamins in her 
diet does not seem to have much 
connection with the cure of cases 
of paralysis, but such association 
has been made through recent re­ 
search. 
Vitamin E, which is found in 
most green vegetables, has been 
known as the "sterility vitamin.” 
If removed from the diet of female 
animals, they are unable to produce 
Jitters. 
Dr. Herbert Evans, of the Uni­ 
versity of California, thought it 
might be interesting to take a 
mother rat who had just been deliv­ 
ered of a litter, remove vitamin E 
from her diet, hence from her milk,

and see what would happen to the 
progeny. He was expecting some 
change in the reproductive func­ 
tions, but to his surprise he found 
that most of the little rats devel­ 
oped a peculiar form of paralysis 
before the tenth day of life. When 
he added vitamin E to their diet, 
the paralysis disappeared. 
Tried It in Paralysis 
A New York neurologist heard 
him read a paper on this subject 
and thought he would like to try out 
the effect of vitamin E on some 
cases of obscure paralysis. The par­ 
ticular cases of paralysis had to 
do with muscular atrophy. One 
such case was that of amyotrophic 
lateral sclerosis of the spinal cord. 
With the use of concentrated vita­ 
min E, this case was cured, the 
first time on record for this disease. 
London clinicians report that in 
children with muscular atrophy re­ 
sults of treatment with vitamin E 
were remarkable. Every patient, 
except one, which was treated for 
six weeks, improved. 
The results have been compara­ 
ble to the results obtained in per­ 
nicious anemia. Fifteen years ago 
this was considered an incurable 
malady, and nobody supposed that 
the changes that had occurred in the 
stomach and blood and bone marrow 
were capable of assistance by any 
form of medication. But the use of 
liver extract has shown that these 
grave anatomical defects can ac­ 
tually be overcome. 
Outlook Changes 
Up to the present time it has 
been supposed that any time a nerve 
cell was destroyed or a muscle was 
destroyed, the outlook for regenera­ 
tion was hopeless. 
Whether the 
use of vitamin E in these eases 
proves highly successful or not, at 
any rate the demonstration so far 
has changed the pessimistic view 
of doctors concerning nerve regen­ 
eration, and paralysis is a combina­ 


tion of a change in a muscle and a 
nerve. 
We are coming to believe that it 
is impossible to say which is more 
important. We do not know liter­ 
ally where the nerve leaves off and 
the muscle begins. It may be that 
in many forms of paralysis the 
muscle atrophy occurs first and in­ 
volves the nerve secondarily. 
The new vitamin E appears to af­ 
fect the muscle more than the nerve 
cell, but it is unimportant except 
as a theoretical discussion. The 
happy and encouraging thing is 
that these cases which have hereto­ 
fore seemed so hopeless may pos­ 
sibly be helped. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
J. T. G.: "Please give me the 
symptoms of colitis and a diet for 
it.” 
Answer—Colitis is an inflamma­ 
tion of the large intestine. However, 
it has come to mean that anyone 
who has an irritable colon or ii 
“colon conscious” is labeled with the 
j diagnosis of “colitis.” The diet 
should be mild and free from rough­ 
age. The principal treatment in 
most cases, however, unless it is a 
specific colitis such as amoebic, is 
to encourage the patient to forget 
his symptoms and eat rather wide­ 
ly. A diet recommended is as fol­ 
lows: cream vegetable soups — to­ 
mato, pea, celery, etc.; oatmeal and 
rice — these thoroughly boiled for 
at least 2 hours in order to break 
up cellulose husks — served with 
cream and sugar; eggs—soft boiled, 
poached, coddled, scrambled; toast 
and toasted crackers; potatoes— 
mashed and baked; mashed peas; 
carrots; spinach; ice cream and 
ices; custards; tapioca; wine jelly; 
rice pudding; orange juice. Avoid 
fried foods, meat of all kinds, fruit, 
vegetables with a heavy residue, 
salads, highly-spiced foods and but­ 
ter. 
G. O.: “What is the difference be­ 
tween the staphylococcus germ and 
the streptococcus germ?” 
Answer—The difference between 
the two germs, in the first place, is 
in their form; in the second place, 
in their effect on the tissues of the 
body. Both of them are small, round 
organisms, but the staphyloccocus 
grows in bunches like grapes and 
tho streptococcus grows in chains. 
The staphylococcus, after it invades 
the body, produces pus. The strep­ 
tococcus usually produces an in­ 
flammation not of a pus-like char­ 
acter. Both produce fever and both 
produce what is known ai “sepiii.”

Short to transfer $5,000 from the 
county fund to the relief fund. 
With hills am ounting to $6,937 
to be paid from the relief fund, 
the county is still $1,937 in the 
“red.” 
The state appropriation for re­ 
lief for the month of May, which 
has not yet been received by the 
county, is expected to am ount to 
$2,887, which will leave $960 in j 
the county relief fund. 
No more 
funds m ay be safely appropriated 
from the general fund, Auditor 
Short pointed out, nor will the 
county receive any revenue from 
the beer, m alt or admissions tax 
before August. 
During April the total relief 
load of Pickaway County wras 
$7,217.51, $2,887 of which was the 
state’s share and $1,850 of which 
was the city’s share. 
Due to the 
lack of relief funds in the city’s 
treasury, the county was forced 
to assume the April city relief 
burden also.
